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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. The applicant's argument that Monden et al. is failed to disclose the steps of 
making cut lines in the shape of a capacitor element with at least a part of a portion 
predetermined to be the anode part uncut, and a step of etching the cut edge surface 
generated in the previous step and the surface part of the anode. The examiner finds 
this argument persuasive. Therefore, the examiner made decision to allow this 
limitation over the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1-28, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a method for producing a metal foil for capacitor comprising the steps of 
making a cut lines in a valve-acting metal foil in a shape of a capacitor element with at 
least a part of a portion predetermined to be anode-leading-out part left uncut, and a 
step of etching the cut edge surface generated in the previous step and the surface part 
of the anode.
